that some of the Clark horses would be shipjied to 
Tijuu nn. 

Jockeys Scherrer and E. Smith were set down 
for five days each for rough riding yesterday. 

The out-of-town colony of turf followers is in- 
creasing daily. Cincinnati has contributed a pair to 
the recent arrivals— Jake Marklein and Charley 
Moore. The “ex-market master,” as Jake came to 
1 m* known many a long year ago, has come out. lie 
says, to look the Tijuana proposition over, as his 
horses arc turned out for the winter. Another 
interest that lie has here is the fact that he 
holds the contract on jockey Scherrer, having 
turned him over to It. J. Farris for the Tijuana 
meeting. Little Scherrer, it may be added, lias 
been riding iu good form here, and gives promise 
of developing into a capable rider. 

The Tijuana betting ring has a sure enough met- 
ropolitan air about it these days. Including the 
“field” stands, there are 17 or 18 books in line 
every day, and a number of the recognized big op- 
erators from the block bold positions in the ring. 
-Vuioiig them are the prominent Eastern layers, 
Henry Hannf, Sam Bradley and Sam Franks, while 
the West is represented by its “big thr«*e,” Roy 
Offutt, William Kyne and AI Koenigsburg, and 
lesser lights in the IxKikmaking game. It is pos- 
sible to ln*t a lot of money on a horse in the local 
ring these days, and there is a lot of money in 
evidence, too. 

G. W. Wingfield’s Nevada Stock Farm is the 
leading winning stable at the track, both as to 
imtul»er of races and money won. H. T. Bat cliler, 
.1. W. Fuller, G. Sadlo. Williams & Sexton. C. A. 
Davies, and E. J. Ramsey are the other owners 
doing well. 

TO FOSTER LONG-DISTANCE RACING. 



HALF A DOZEN PROMISING YOUNGSTERS IN THE ONECK 
STABLE, WITH TRAGEDY THE LEADER 



The feats of the youngsters in the Oneck Stable during the season now drawing to a close wore 
sufficient to warrant the belief that another year may find Mr. Knapp in as conspicuous a position 
among the leading winners oil tiie turf as he occupied more than a decade ago. He has no less than a 
half dozen two-year-olds of more than ordinary promise, and it would bo unfortunate if at least a 
couple of them did not develop into stake winners at three years of age. All but one of them won races 
in 1010 and The Knocker, the one that failed. api*eared more promising, in reality, than some of those 
which gained brackets, as he was close up at the finish to some of the ls*st youngsters of the year. 
Tragedy, the bay filly by McGee — Josie L., was the largest money winner of the year, winning two stakes 
and being placed iu four others. Her races toward the end of the year indicated staying powers. Rep- 
robate, a chestnut colt by The Commoner, won one more race than Tragedy, but they were not so valua- 
ble nor against such capable racers, and the lone victories of Artemis, Sandal and Spectre were each 
achieved in a selling race. The five-year-old Frizzle, by Hiniou — Frizette. with a couple of handicap vic- 
tories to his credit, added to some place moneys, ranked second in the year’s earnings for the Oneck 
Stable. Its record l'or 1916, after having won $7,715 in 1915, is as follows:

Marion Goosby’s successive victories in two New Orleans handicaps during February — the Merchants’ 
and the New Orleans Hotel Men’s Association — were the leading factors in placing the small stable of 
M. C. Moore well up among the season’s winners on the race track. In both of these events the four- 
year-old son of Marathon — Pheenie Fickle was at good odds in the betting, the southern public refusing 
to accept his first victory against the good horses he was engaged to meet in the first event, as being 
a true result when he was pitted against an even better field in the Hotel M**n’s Handicap. Following 
the latter race, however, lie won but once again during the year, but lie managed to bring in a total of 
$7,803 as his season’s contribution to his owner. But Marion Goosby was not the only good animal in 
the stable. Gipsey George showing stake quality, and Booker Bill and Harry Gardner being more than 
useful seekers after purses. For a stable containing only a half dozen horses, the record of $10,542 
winnings was certainly much to the credit of trainer Perkins. M. C. Moore won $8,408 last year. The 
stable’s record this year has lieen as follows:

PHASES OF PROPOSED SELLING RACE RULES 
OF JOCKEY CLUBS DISCUSSED. 



Several Evils Prevalent Under the Present Method 
of Conducting Such Events — To Appear 
in the Calendar. 



Weight Allowance for Non -Winner at Mile and 
Over — Over 700 Horses at Track. 



Now Orleans, La., December 13. — Acting in ac- 
cordance with a recommendation made by Racing 
Secretary Joseph McLennan. Judge Joseph A. Mur- 
phy today made a rule whereby horses, which never 
have won a race at a mill* or over, will get an 
additional weight allowance. It is the belief of 
1 Mit li Judge Murphy and Secretary McLennan that 
this rule will result in larger fields contesting for 
long-distance races, which it is their intention to 
foster here. 

The news that such a rule laid been made met 
with favor among the owners and trainers already 
here. It will be especially beneficial to the com- 
ing three-year-olds, as few of them have ever 
started in a race at mile or over. 

Several hundred persons journeyed to the Fair 
Grounds this morning to see the coming two -year- 
olds get their first lessons at the barrier and to 
watch the older horses in their morning trials. 
Assistant starter Jim Osborne had a large number 
of the youngsters at the gate getting them ac- 
c us turned to tli • tape and to walking up to it, but 
it will bo several days before he makes any attempt 
to start them breaking away from the barrier. 

Because of the persistency of trainers and ex- 
ercise boys in working horses near the spot where 
the barrier was put up today nt schooling time, it 
was announced that rule providing for the clearing 
of the track at 10 a. m. daily, except for those 
horses being schooled, will be rigidly enforced. 
More horses were on the track today than any day 
since last winter. 

Today marked the first day in a long time that 
there were no arrivals of horses. With more than 
700 of them stabled on the ground there are only 
a few more to come and these have been delayed 
l*ecause of the inability of their owners to obtain 
horse cars. 

Jockey W. Hoag, who is under contract to W. 
Woodward, got in today. He came from his homo 
in Pittsburgh, where lie has been since the La- 
tonia meeting closed. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy today said, “While 
1 was east and north, 1 made inquiries among the 
railroud i»eople and I do not hesitate to say that 
New Orleans will see the greatest crowd of winter 
visitors it has known in its history. This is saying 
a whole lot. I know, but it is the truth. In 
fact, 1 believe there will be so many visitors 
that hotels and Iniarding houses will In* crowded 
uncomfortably. For that reason I would suggest that 
an immediate move Ik? made by local liostelries and 
boarding houses to organize a bureau for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the work of aceoinmodatiug the 
visitors that are coming. The crowds are coining 
surely.”

QUEBEC TRACKS TO BE TAXED. 



Bookntaking to Be Prohibited and Mutuel System 
of Wagering Made Compulsory. 



Montreal, Que.. December 13. — Advices received 
from Quebec intimate that it is understood that 
when the amendments to the Quebec license law 
are introduced in the legislature this week, a 
means will l>e proposed to provide revenue to meet 
the one million dollar grant to the patriotic fund 
and other patriotic grants, by taxing race tracks in 
the Province of Queliee. 

The principal of taxing race tracks is under- 
stood to have already been derided upon by the 
cabinet council. It will be proposed that book- 
makers at race tracks be prohibited and substituted 
Iby the pari-mutuel system, which will be made 

* °The * proposed tax will be in the neighborhood of 
four per cent on all bets and as there are over 
one hundred race tracks in the Province of Quebec 
it is expected that the revenue will be iu the 
neighborhood of $200,000. An official of the gov- 
ernment will attend all race meetings to see that 
the proposed law is strictly observed. A similar 
law is in force in Ontario and in many of the 
American Htates, and it has been successful. 

The proposed measure is expected to have the 
mnauimous approval of all the members in the legis 
nature ou the government side of the house. 



It is a remarkable fact that in spite of her bril- j 
limit racing career, fine breeding and wonderful 
conformation. Pretty Polly has lK*en so little suc- 
cessful at the stud. Barren in her first two seasons 
to Laveno and Spearmint respectively — she was not 
covered until she was six years old — she slipped 
twins in her third to the latter sire, and, in fact, 
produced nothing worthy of her reputation until 
she was thirteen years old. when Molly Desmond 
ame as the result of her alliance with Desmond. 

Neither in size, color, nor any ether respect does 
she resemble her dam. but takes after her sire, a 
beautifully symmetrical filly, showing much of the 
St. Simon quality, strongly knit, but if anything 
rather on the small scale. It was not until Sep- 
tember that Molly, which had long beforehand !k*cii 
cedited with racing ability of high class made her 
first appearance in public for the Autumn Stakes 
three-quarters— at Newmarket, and as the result of 
a hard fight, dead-heated with Athdara, while 
Count Warbler, under a disadvantage of nine pounds, 
was beaten two length from them. Favored in n 
ragged start, she next came home five lengths in 
front of the heavily -backed Lily of the Valley filly, 
which began slowly, but the result would not have 
been altered in any circumstances. In the Middle 
Park Plate, at even weights, she was caught and 
beaten a head on the post by North Star, with 
Grand Fleet third, two lengths away, and. in con- 
trast to her usual habit, lost so much ground in 
the early part of the race for the Criterion Stakes, 
that she failed by a head to catch Gay Crusader, 
to which she was giving eight pounds This was 
an exceptionally unlucky defeat, as she was going 
much the faster of the two, and would have won 
iu another stride. 

Still, she had on the whole accomplished suffi- 
cient to confirm the high opinion early formed of 
her in private, and certainly gives promise of 
making up into a good three -year -old — indeed, many 
g(K»d judges would give her slight preference over 
Diadem, among them Mr. Dawkins, who placed lu r 
on the same mark with Margarethal, four pounds 
behind Knutsfonl and one in front of Lord D’Aber- 
non’s filly in his assessments for the Free Handi- 
cap. Possibly his estimate of Margarethal may 
have been a little too flattering, in spite of her 
defeat of North Star and Athdara in the Huckenham 
Stakes, when she got away with a good start, while 
her next essay counts for nothing, as she was left 
looking at the scenery at the start for the Triennial 
Produce Stakes, won by Planet. But after that 
Molly Desmond beat her fairly and squarely for 
the Criterion Stakes, and will doubtless confirm 
the superiority should they meet again under 
similar conditions. All the same, it is unfortunate 
for Mr. Ilulton that the daughter of Sunstar was 
not entered for the One Thousand, in which his 
choice rests among Silver Wand. Rosmurin and 
Reverence, the last a half-sister to Craganour and 
Nassovian that has not yet run. Wells, better 
known as the filly by Cyglad— Wethers Well, is 
one of the disappointing sort, and with the Rayardo 
— Lily of the Valley filly and Pennula possibly the 
best of the others, the One Thousand Guineas looks 
like going to Diadem or Molly Desmond, the former 
for choice. — “Vigilant” in London Sportsman. 

HORSE TRAINERS NEEDED IN ARMY. 

“A Race Horse Owner,” dating his letter “in the 
field.” tells the London Sportsman nn almost heart- 
rending story of the condition of our army horses 
at the front, describing how those that are under 
the care of trained horse masters are well and 
thoroughly serviceable, while others in less compe- 
tent hands are in wretched condition. The differ- 
ence is very marked, for whereas one sees in one 
place healthy horses, next to them may be “the 
same class of animal looking miserable, badly 
cared for. in wretched condition, bitten all over his 
neck, and kicked by the horse next to him. no one 
apparently having the sense to remove a horse 
which kicks and bites his neighbor. Or the poor 
animal is nut out in Ills team when he is not in n 
fit state to take his turn.” 

The writer of these strong statements is not sat- 
isfied with making his complaint, says The Sports- 
man, but goes on to urge iu forcible terms that it 
was the duty of trainers and horse “men” with the 
requisite knowledge to offer their services to the 
war office for service abroad among the army 
horses, particularly those men who are active, iu 



good health and less than fifty years of age. “A 
Race Horse Owner” says that the lack of horse 
mastership among the many units which are now 
in the lield is costing the British government daily 
thousands of pounds, and expresses the opinion that 
“stay-at-home” trainers and others do not realize 
the i>oKition. although admitting that there are 
many such men who have offered their services and 
are doing good work in France. They have sacri- 
ficed their businesses to do so, possibly to the ad- 
vantage of their less public-spirited competitors 
who may have reaped a benefit from their ale 
settee. 

CURRENT NOTES 0E THE TURF. 

Steeplechase jockey Harry Simpson is through as 
a rider. He now weighs close to ISO pounds and he 
is still “going up.” 

Jockey Mack Garner won the gold shaving set 
offered by D. W. Prather for riding the most win- 
ners the first week of the .Juarez meeting. 

John Daly, a right good jockey a few years back, 
is traveling for the Goodrich Tire Company and 
doing well in his new line of endeavor. 

It is said, in all probability, the meeting at Hot 
Springs will begin on February 23. the Saturday 
following the close of the Business Men’s Associa 
tion meeting at New Orleans. 

Thomas McCreary, trainer of the A. J. Davis 
hors s. recently had the nine -yenr- old gelding Race- 
brook blistered and expects the old gelding to do 
well over the Jumps next year. 

Hunt Club racing made a decided hit in Vir- 
ginia last season and bigger things in that line will 
t>c attempted in 1917. Edward McLean of Wash- 
ington and J. Temple Gwathmey will be responsible 
for two awtiap next sea mm. 

•J. I). Colin, the leading owner in France during the 
season recently closed, is said to have made an 
offer to Mrs. Herman B. Duryea for the breeding 
establishment and racing stable, which the late 
H. B. Duryea maintained in France. 

George Johnson has turned out on the Bayless 
farm the seven thoroughbreds, which John May- 
berry was training for him. and it is his intention 
to have them run out through the winter. Iu con- 
sequence of this trainer Mayberry is looking about 
for a few horses to take to New Orleans for the 
coming meeting. 

Nash Turner is on his way to Aiken. S. C., tak- 
ing a fine band of imported yearlings and two two- 
year-olds, belonging to T. P. Thorne, with him. 
These young thoroughbreds were imported by Del- 
bert Reiff from France during the summer and were 
sold at Saratoga during t lie meeting there. They 
will be prepared for racing on the New York 
tracks. 

While the Light Horse were galloping bard one 
of the horses came down, says an Australian paper, 
and rolled over his rider, who was left limp and 
motionless on the sand. “By Jove! I believe that 
poor chap’s killed,” said his Captain. "Not a bit 
of it,” said the Colonel confidently, “he’s quite ac- 
customed to it. That’s Jim Jones, the steeplechase 
jockey.” 

Lieut. Percy Woodland, Royal Naval Volunteer 
reserve, previously reported missing and believed 
killed, is now reported a prisoner in Turkish hands. 
He is the famous steeplechase jockey who twice 
wort the Grand National. Woodland was successful, 
too. or his own horses, and continued winning with 
Wild Aster until that sterling performer was over 
fourteen years old. 

August Belmont’s latest importation of wean- 
lings are said to be a fine -looking band of good 
conformation and breeding. They are five in num- 
ber and their pedigrees are as follows: Chestnut 

colt, by Flint Rock— White Thorn; bay colt, by 
Duke Michael — Gallows Hill; bay colt, by Lemhurg 
— Moneta; chestnut colt, by Lemburg — Cattish, 
and chestnut filly, by Marajax — Royal Coinage. 

Bookmaker John Fay, of Cincinnati, who with 
his wife has recently spent a fortnight at San 
Diego, is a great booster for the racing plant at 
Tijuana. He was most favorably impressed with 
conditions as he found them — the plnnt itself, the 
high cli.ss of the racing officials, the racing, the big 
j attendance, the strength of the betting ring as re- 
i fleeted in the number and the calibre of the layers, 
' gnd the heavy bettiug.

New York. December 13.— It looks ns if the Jockey 
Club will satisfy all secretaries, associations and 
horsemen if the selling races under discussion 
pass muster. Three classes of selling and claiming 
races can be utilized, all of which will be at the 
discretion of the associations should the proposi- 
tions to be presented to the stewards of the Jockey 
Flub by the rules committee all be deemed worthy 
of trial. Action may not Ik* taken uik>ii them for 
some time and the exact wording of the proposals 
will not be known until after the issue of this 
month’s Racing Calendar, which will be distributed 
early next week. Enough, however, lias been 
gleaned, through general conversation, to see that 
the rules, if adopted, will do considerable to 
straighten out the much tangled and disordered sell 
ing race rules as they now stand. 

One of the first suggestions is to put in vogue the 
French rule of claiming horses before a race. This 
is Captain E. R. Cassatt’s Idea, and a rule which 
works exceedingly well in France, but there arc 
doubts about its success in this country. 

According to general opinion the argument is put 
that advantage might be taken of the rule bv the 
high speculator to claim a horse and thereby 
close the door of contention in a race. Other horse- 
men say it will Ik* an innovation and might help 
the cause. 

A second suggestion and one that seems to meet 
with favor among those concerned is for the winner 
of a selling race to Ik* put up at miction, as of old. 
and all surplus money, over the entered selling 
price, to lx* added to all overnight races the follow- 
ing day. Commenting on this rule friends of the 
Jockey Club bn *a died on tie* subject, believed this 
change would do much to clarify the situation and 
create more consistent racing us the purses at times 
would be greatly inereased by the adding of sur- 
plus money. It would also eliminate the entry of 
many bad horses in races, which was very much in 
evidence this year when all surplus money went to 
the owners of all horses starting in a race. 

Possibly the proposed rule that will stir up com- 
ment is one whereby it will permit associations to 
put on claiming races in which all horses can b»* 
claimed for their entered selling prices, plus the 
purse and as much more as the claimant believes a 
horse to 1 m* worth. All surplus money in such cases, 
above the entered price and the purse, will revert 
to the association and Ik* added to the overnight 
purses the day following. If this rule should b«* 
adopted it will put a decided check on friendly 
claims in races, which have done much to upset the 
good intent of the old claiming clause in selling 
races. Heretofore the friendship between some 
horsemen has, illegitimately, caused the manipula- 
tion of claims to such nn extent that a legitimate 
claimant for a horse has been shut out through a 
preponderance of claims. Under the proposed rules 
a claimant can bid more than the entered price and 
purses, and in such case the “friendly claims,” un- 
less any one of them exceeded the legitimate claim- 
ant in the price offered, would be void. As all the 
bids will Ik* sealed the owner of a horse and his 
friends will be somewhat at sea on the question of 
“how much to bid.” Again it is doubtful if there 
will lie as many friends around as usual who will 
Ik* willing to dip into their pockets to protect an- 
other man’s horse when all surplus money will be 
practically confiscated. The adoption of this role 
would surely minimize the friendly claiming iu 
races which has been a bugaboo to all racing officials 
since the scheme was nosed out by horsemen to 
protect themselves in an illegitimate way. 

This is the first effort that has l>een made in 
many years to revise the claiming part of a selling 
race or claiming race rule. It has been abused ou 
every track in this country, but t lie proposition that 
will come before the Jockey Club on this question, 
if adopted, will do much to eliminate the juggling 
of a rule by owners when opportunity has been 
presented or defense necessary. Judge Sheridan 
Clark believes the rule one of the best offered in 
recent years to improve the standing of the sport 
and to close an avenue for collusion which officials 
have rarely been able to overcome by inability to 
gather sufficient evidence to take action. 

FUTURITY WINNER. MARTIMAS, IS DEAD. 

Breaks Leg Following Brief Sickness at Valley Farm 
and Has to Be Destroyed. 



Hamilton, tint.. Deceml»or 13.— The leading Val- 
ley Farm sire, the Futurity winner, Martimas, is 
dead. Until stricken with colic hist Thursday he 
was apparenty in the best of health, but the next 
day he broke a leg. gad laid to be destroyed, 
lie was the largest winning horse owned in Canada, 
his earnings amounting to $51,590, beginning with 
the Niagara Stakes at Fort Erie in 1898 as a two- 
year-old. That was his most successful season from 
the earnings i>oint of view, as his record included 
his success in the Futurity, trained by Eddie 
Whyte and ridden by Harry Lewis, in a field of 
twenty-three starters. The following season he won 
tlie Canadian Derby at Fort Erie, and the next year 
the Toronto Cup, while he was also a winner three 
times as a five-year-ol . 

Though lie was practically confined to the mares 
at Valley Farm after his transfer to the stud, his 
progeny have won about $70,000. They include tlu* 
King’s Plate winners, Kelvin and Shimonose, and 
one of the fastest of Canadian-breds. Slipper Day. 

Martimas was a chestnut horse, foaled ill 1896, 
and therefore twenty years old at the time of his 
death. lie was by imported Candlemas, brother to 
St. Blaise, from the Bramble mare. Biggonet, and 
was bought as a yearling by the late William 
Hendrie, who had a great fondness for him as a 
gallant race horse and a son of a good mare. 
Mr. Hendrie never forgot seeing Biggonet win at 
Saratoga after being more than two hours at the 
post, and was determined to have her colt when he 
was offered at auctiou, even though other good 
judges near home did not hold such a high opinion 
of him as a prospect. 



SOLDIERS GUARD JUAREZ RACE TRACK. 



Followers of racing generally throughout the 
country have wondered whether the alleged an-* 
tipathy of many Mexicans to citizens of the United 
States would make it unpleasant for visitors to the 
Juarez racing. Reports from El Paso put quite a 
contrary coloring to the conditions that prevail. 
They state that every guarantee has been extended 
to the patrons of the Juarez course this winter by 
the Carranza commanders of the over-river city. 
An escort of soldiers arc at the track each day to 
preserve order and there has not been the slightest 
indication of any trouble. The Mexican officials 
have been courteous and accommodating to the 
turf patrons as well as to Col. M. J. Winn and 
the other officials of the plant. As a consequence 
the attendance has been far above what Colonel % 
Winn had expected. And, as the meeting is pro- 
gressing, there is a marked increase both iu the 
Sunday anil week -day attendance. 
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dresses are subject to a local aud foreign directory 
test.

BOOKMAKERS OF OTHER DAYS. 



Witli the advent of the pari-mutuel form of wag- 
ering on the tracks of Kentucky. Canada, and else 
where, tli*» doom of the liookmakcr was sealed and 
n. any of the old price markers have engaged in 
other pursuits or passed into oblivion as far as 
the turf world is concerned. Many interesting tales 
are told of some of the old-time bookmakers, of 
w horn Joseph J. Gleason and Frank Abrahall were 
quite famous in their days. 

Gleason and Abrahall were partners, the latter 
looking after the firm’s (looking interest on the 
western tracks, while Gleason took care of tin* 
eastern business. Although Gleason is credited with 
lxing the inventor of the one -two -three -system, 
Abrahall is regarded as the man who made playing 
races by form tables popular, lie being the origina- 
tor among bookmakers of the form sheet on races 
as in vogue today. 

The man who got out the first form sheet, which 
is so popular or. racetracks now, sold the chart to 
Abrahall for $5 per day. Abrahall made a snug 
fortune in the booking business and planted his 
profits in manufacturing interests in New England. 
He quit the racetrack in the days of the turf’s 
great prosperity and never returned to the block 
again. At one time the firm. J. J. Gleason & Co., 
really Gleason & Abrahall, operated three pool- 
rooms in addition to their racetrack booking enter- 
prises and in the days of their big operations were 
never known to turn down a bet no matter how 
big once they posted the odds against a horse. 

One of the liest stories that ever was told aliout 
the firm was in the nature of a rather small opera- 
tion. It shows how lucky bookmakers can is* some- 
times. as in once trying to win railroad tickets Ab- 
rahall won over $7,000. It was in the fall of 1S93 
and for thirty days Abrahall had sweated in the 
ring at Latonia and managed to win $3. (KM) above 
expenses on that meeting. The Kentucky Associa- 
tion wanted to give a nine-days meeting preceding 
thirty days’ racing scheduled for Nashville, but that 
club then lieing in hard financial lines, the only 
prospect for racing came from a guaranty fund put 
up by nine bookmakers, who laid down $900 each 
in advance as privilege money to insure horsemen 
the payment of the purses. Abrahall was one of 
these nine bookmakers, and ho went on from La 
tonia to I^xington and hung up li is slate. That 
was the season that Byron McClelland and a few 
other Lexington trainers put over so many good 
things, and at the end of six days the $3,000 Abra 
hall had won at Latonia and about $1,700 more 1 m* 
had sent out in a vain effort to get the old hank 
roll, was gone. Added to this was his crew’s salary 
and expenses and the $900 paid into the club as 
privilege money, a total of alxiut $6,000 to the bad. 

On the seventh day lie handed one of his men 
the money to buy railroad tickets to Nashville and 
told h’m: 

“I have time to make the afternoon train and 
book on the first race, and I will see if I can win 
even those railroad tickets in this town. But,” lie! 
added, “we go to Nashville, win or lose, and let the 
association be good and welcome to our privilege 
money on the last two days.” 

The ojK-ning race that day liad for starters two 
of the star two-year-olds of the west of that season, 
Pearl Song and Frauleiii, and the field, while quite 
large, that opposed them, was of such a poor class 
there was no way to figure the race save Pearl 
Song first and Fraulein second, or vice versa. As 
a result the bookmakers all posted 9 to 10 and 
take your pick, which, if the play on each horse 
is even, of course, is a sure winning percentage 
book. 

Byron McClelland and his followers began at 
once plunging on Pearl Song, the then popular 
Soup Perkins being in the saddle and, all at once, 
the colt’s price fell to 3 to 5 and Fraulein soared 
up to 7 to 5. Then Riley Granuon. the biggest 
plunger the western turf has ever known, began 
to play the filly, which had for a jockey the skill- 
ful Tine Williams, and his play was so heavy the 
latter's price finally dropjied to 3 to 5 and Pearl 
Song slid up to 7 to 5. At this stage of the game 
Abrahall looked over his sheet and found lie was 
ditched good and plenty and either way it eame, 
if either of the two horses won, lie was hound to 
lose. 

4 ’Railroad tickets, eh?” he suid to his chief 



clerk, ‘‘trying to get to Nashville cheap. We lose 
another bankroll, 1 reckon, so here goes.” and 
with this remark he chalked on liis slate 8 to 5 
each. Pearl Song and Fraulein. and yelled out. 
“come on and get it.” He was nearly knocked off 
the block, even the other bookmakers leaving their 
stands to bet him and round up their books, as 
they were all in bad shai>e on the race. Grannon 
finally made him wipe off Fraulein with a bet of 
$2,500, but lie was taking money on Pearl Song 
when the horses reached the post. 

The late Cincinnati turfman. Charles Fleisch- 
mnnn, had a colt in the race named Tirock, with 
Willy Jones, then a maiden jockey, in the saddle 
and his odds ranged from 40 to 100 to 1. 

Just how far Tirock won that race no one ever 
exactly figured out. Some say ten lengths, other 
twenty and so on. He was sure a Hindoo that 
day and he made two stake horses look like sell- 
ing platers of the eheai>est sort. Pearl Kong and 
Fraulein were in second and third places, but 
Abrahall had only booked straight on the race and 
as lie never wrote Ti rock’s name, he had a clear 
sheet, lie made good his word and left for Nash- 
ville that afternoon, by this lucky break quitting 
that meeting also a good winner, as his earnings 
in that race totaled about $7.(MM). 

One of the ln*st stories ever told in connection 
with Gleason and Abrahall was in the early days 
of their booking careers when they had shoestring 
bank rolls. The scene was in Montana, where Ab- 
rahall had gone with his chief clerk and an outside 
man to pick up a little easy money. A bad break 
came along, however, and one day the bankroll was 
willed out and Abrahall had barely enough money 
left to make his way back to New York. His two 
companions, as usual with such race track employes, 
were improvident fellows and never saved a cent, 
and so there was nothing for them to do but fight 
it out as best they could and dream of Broadway 
in their sleep at nights. The clerk concluded he 
would stay in Butte, but an adventurous mining 
party appealed to the outside man and he struck 
out with the crowd to try his luck. He was an il- 
literate fellow, unable to read or write and made 
a bad mess of prospecting, winding up again in a 
short time in Butte. While he was away the clerk 
had found an angel who had staked him to a res- 
taurant. and when the hustler landed in Butte again 
liis friend’s good luck was the first news lie heard, 
lie lost no time in getting down to see his old side- 
partner and the latter met him with open arms and 
invited him to come and eat free of cost until he 
could get on liis feet again. When the hustler liad 
taken liis first meal and gone, the old clerk, then 
the restaurant proprietor, called the head waiter 
and told him that man that first went out of here 
will bo in here from now three times a day to 
eat. He can’t read or write, and no matter where 
lie holds liis finger on this hill of fare, don’t you 
serve him anything but liver and bacon. Fall 
passed, winter came and went and then spring sped 
by, and still the hustler got his liver and bacon 
and that was all. Finally summer brought the 
races again in that country and the hustler got busy 
and one day lie raised a stake. He did not go to liis 
friend’s restaurant that night, but instead dropjied 
in an eating house run by a Frenchman. Calling a 
waiter, lie picked up the bill of fare; of course, it 
was all a blank to him, as he could not read one 
even printed in English, let a 1 mm om in F r enc h . 
Said he, ‘‘Waiter, show me liver and bacon on this 
bill of fare.” The waiter pointed at the French 
words which denoted that order. Grabbing the 
bill of fare out of liis hand and at the same time 
laying a $5 bill an the table, he said. “Waiter. I 
want $5 worth of this bill of fare each way from 
liver and bacon.” 

But when Abrahall and Gleason did get to making 
money and their bank roll got strong their motto 
was take the money if you can get it at your 
price. Abrahall always said no bookmaker can 
make money unless he is willing to handle it along 
big lines. He used to ask, how can you get it if 
you won’t take it? Gleason, in his in*st days as 
a l»ookie, was built in the same mould. Another 
tiling remarkable about this firm was their honesty 
iu the business. Abrahall might taken an advan- 
tage with a horse that the betting seemed to in- 
dicate was not meant and run up a heavy sheet 
on him, but he never liad dealings with any owner. 
He used to say: “Why, if lie will pull a horse 

for me he will run one out on me some day. You 
CM ne v er trust ■ man who is crooked for you. 
If he has to, you are no better than anyone else, 
lie will sure hand you one.” The firm one year 
branched out as owners and raced a small string 
of two-year-olds with moderate success. The only 
real good liorse. however, they ever owned was 
Fenelow, a performer that ran some very credita- 
ble races in their interest and was, when at liis 
best, a horse of a lot of class. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Germany’s peace offer was not received with any 
enthusiasm in London and, if the comment of 
London newspapers is any criterion, England does 
not pro [>oso to regard the German peace move in 
any other light than “another German trick.” A 
dispatch from Ixmdon on the subject, soon after the 
peace offer was made, says; Peace is a step 
nearer, but it is still far off. Chancellor von Beth- 
iiiauu-Hollweg’s speech liefore the reiclistag is no 
surprise p, British officialdom. It has met with 
a cold and unresponsive reception here, however, 
fur. no matter bow war we ary tlu* people are, they 
arc in no frame of mind to accept peace now. 
The spirit in which it has l>cen received is one of 
ridicule. Evening papers, reporting the speech in 
full, use the caption “Bombastic.” It was re- 

marked that tin* dove of peace never appeared in 
such a ferociously exultant guise. The French 

view of tin* offer is told in a Paris cable, saying: 
“A clumsy trap,” is tin* caption under which the 
morning papers print Chancellor von Rethmanii- 
Hollweg’s speech in the reiclistag. “The time for 
feints is over,” says the Petit Journal. “We are 
no longer in the presence of the trial efforts of 
those jKTsistent appeals to interviewers and news- 
paper articles.”

From Paris comes the following announcement: 
General Nivelle, commander of the French troops 
at Verdun, has been appointed commander in chief 
of tin* armies of the north and northeast. The 
official announcement of tills appointment says it is 
the first step towards the reorganization of the 
higher command. Preceding this announcement 
Premier Briand completed reeonstructon of the 
cabinet. The new cabinet, according to an official 
list, is comprised as follows: Premier and Minister 

of Foreign Affairs, Aristide Briand; Minister of 
Finance, Alexandre Ribot; Minister of War, Gen. 
Hubert L. Yautey; Minister of Marine, Rear-Ad- 
miral La ease ; Minister of Fabrication Nationale 
(including munitions and transportation), Albert 
Thomas. 

From London late yesterday a cable says that 
indications are that the various governments of the 
entente allies do not intend to act hastily in making 
joint response to the peace proposals of the central 
powers. It was pointed out in well-informed quar- 
ters tl.at. while each one of the allied governments 
might indicate its general attitude, consultation 
among the allies under the treaty binding them to 
such action probably would require two or three 
weeks, so that it is unlikely the joint reply of all 
the allies will be ready before the first of the new 
year. 

Including the loss of the French battle-ship Suff- 
ren. says an Overseas News Agency statement yes- 
terday. the total losses of the entente fleet during 
the present war have been 192 vessels, including 
torpedo-boats and submarines, with a total tonnage 
of 744. (KK). These figures do not include special 
types of vessels, such as auxiliary and other craft 
of the merchant marine. The British navy’s share 
of these losses, says the statement, lias been 123 
ships and torpedo- boats, totalling 563,000 tons. 

Fifty or more men wen* trapped by an explosion 
in tiie Ryan & Reedy coal mine at Stone City, fif- 
teen miles south of Pittsburgh, yesterday after- 
noon. At 1:45 p. m. yesterday it was announced at 
the headquarters of the United Mine Workers of 
America that all but twelve of the men had been 
saved. 

Fighting is in progress between Greek regular 
troops and the French, the Overseas News Agency 
announces. The news agency says that the fight- 
ing is taking place north of Katerina, about sixty 
miles southwest of Saloniki, aud that the Greeks 
have a force of 5,000 men. 

An Exchange Telegraph dispatch from Copenhagen 
says advices have |»een received there from Switzer- 
land that King Constantine of Greece has ordered a 
general mobilization. 



PERCENTAGE OF WINNING FAVORITES. 



An Old Subject Intelligently Discussed With the 
Aid of Track Statistics in Maryland. 



Inasmuch as fully 75 per cent, of the people who 
patronize the race track wager on the favorites in 
some position, either straight, place or show, t lie 
following statistical features of the running of the 
public choices at the fall meetings on the Mary- 
land tracks may prove interesting and valuable, 
says Albert Gascoigne in the New York Sun. 

In the minds of a majority runs the old persist- 
ent belief that occurrences of chance for the present 
or future are in some way affected by occurrences 
immediately preceding, but disconnected physically. 
For instance, most backers basing their opera - 
tions on the favorite straight, place or show 
think that if three favorites have won or placed 
or showed the chances against the fourth one win- 
ning. placing or showing and vice versa. This 
would be so if we were drawing balls from a bag 
full of red and black halls; the more red ones 
drawn the smaller the chance of drawing another 
red one and so on. 

But this does not hold true in turf speculation, 
as it is only when one deals with an infinitely large 
number of races that one can count on infinitely 
small variations in the mathematical results, but 
racing does not g«» on for infinity, therefore 
anything and everything may happen. Statistics 
prove that the runs of winning and losing public 
choices occur in cycles with the percentage of win- 
ners at the close always about the same, varying 
but little from year to year. Take any given 
one thousand races and at the close the jier- 
centage of winning favorites will be about 39 per 
cent.; there will 1m* runs of losers and winners oc- 
curring in sequence, but in the end the per cent, 
will 1 h* maintained.
